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The above letter of Gov. Hayes to Mr. Will- 
iam Henry Smith, then Secretary of State of 
Ohio, has become famous, especially the phrase 
suggesting the scalping of any man who aban- 
doved the front to operate in politics. The cir- 
cumstances under which the letter was writtcn 
have now become interesting, in the light of the 
importance the letter has assumed, and yester- 
dav a TRIBUNE reporter called on Mr. Smith 
and induced him to describe the position of af- 
fairs and relate concerning the origin of the 
document. Mr. Smith is the Associated Press 
Manager, but at the time of the letter was 
actively engaged in politics in Ohio, and it was 
in answer to a note from Mr. Smith that Gov. 
Hayes laid down the scalping proposition. 

‘Tell me all the circumstances.“ said the re- 
porter, and Mr. Smith squared himself for the 
recital. 

“| will respond to your inquiry with pleas- 
ure,” said Mr. Smith. “To understand the 
situation clearly, you must know. that the year 
1364 was the one of critical importance to the 
National cause. In Ohio especially there was 
a feverish feeling—an uncertainty as to the po- 
litical prospects. It is true the Union senti- 
ment had given that noble Democrat and ablest 
of Governors, John Brough, over 101,000 ma- 
jority gver Vallandigham in 1863; but there 
was a good deal of dissatisfaction on account 
of the slowness of the progress of tlic 
War, and on account of the action 
of Gov. Broughin sending tothe aid of Gen.

A criminal trial of peculiar interest and 
extraordinary character terminated yester- 
day at Bologna, Italy, in the conviction and 
sentence to eight years of penal servitude of 
Guisepre Manrecazza, sixth Marquis of 
Liscate. He was brought to trial on the 
16th of August, charged with forgery, fraud, 
and falsification, and it was proved that he 
forged the names of King Victor Emanvgt, 
Prince Humprrt of Savoy, and the British 
Consul at Florence, and others, to bills of 
exchange and papers drawn for the purpose 
of obtaining money, besides counterfeiting 


Florence. He was successful in realizing 
upwards of 500,000 francs by discounting 
this spurious paper, the fact that he was 
known as one of the King’s private financial 


returned his income from year to year on 
some agreed system, either by accounting for 
the money actually received during the 
year, or by a fair and even estimate of the 
moneys earned for that year. But the fact 
is that, after the first two years in which the 


income tax was levied, Mr. TI ox failed to 


make any returns, but left the revenue offi- 
cers to guess at his income and assess him 
accordingly. In this he violated the law, 
which required him to make a return under 
oath. He also showed, by adopting this 
course, that he had no disposition to act the 
part of a good citizen and honest man by 
paying his full proportion of the Government 
taxes. This isa reason for suspecting that 
Mr. Torx was not incapable of falsifying 
the return for 1862, which his two affidavits 
seem to show that he did. Indeed, the re- 
turn of 1862 seems to have been intended by 
him as a sample for the revenue officers to 
act upon in estimating his income for future 
years, and the fact is, that he paid a tax on 
an average annual income of only $15,000. 

2. Mr. Trupen’s private fortune is various- 
ly estimated at several millions,—by none at 
less than two millions and by many as high 
as five and six millions. It is notorious that 
he made most of his money in railroad opera- 
tions during the mania for railroad exten- 
sions and the construction of railroads on 
the Credit-Mobilier plan. The most fertile 
era for his operations in this line was during 
the same period when the income tax was 
levied, viz.: from 1861 to 1872. It is only 
fair to assume that the bulk of his fortune 
was made in those eleven years of fruitful 
speculation. It is certainly within bounds 
to say that, being now worth several mill- 
ions, accumulated almost entirely from rail- 
road operations, at least one million of dollars 
were the profits of those eleven years. Yet 
during that term Mr. Ton paid tax on an 
annual income of only $15,000, which, with- . 
out deducting anything whatever for his liv- 
ing expenses, would give him an accumula- 
tion for that period of only $165,000. It 
must be admitted that the probabilities are 
in favor of a larger income than that on 
which he paid the Government tax.

His 
sympathies were strongly allied to his greed 
in avoiding the payment of a War tax..

FELICIEN CASAR DAVID. 
One of the great French composers ts dead

Fevicizn Cassar DAVID. He was bofn at Cad- 
eret, Department of Vaucluse, in 1810, and re- 
ceived his first lessons in music from his father. 
While a young choir boy in the Church of the 
Holy Savior at Aix, he attracted attention and 
secured admittance to the Jesuit College in that 
city, in which he soon became distinguished for 


is skill as a violinist. At an early age he be- 


came assistant conductor of the theatre 
orchestra. In 1830 he went to Paris upon the 
suggestion of CHERUBINI, whose notice had 
been attracted by one of his compositions. He 
entered the Conservatory, where he studied 


nder LesuguR, Fetis, Benoist, and Reser. 


He soon became an ardent advocate of the 


octrines of St. Simonism, and composed all the 


canticles sung at Meuilmontaht. On the die- 
solution of the sect he went to the Orient in 
company with some of his companions to real- 
ize his theory of life. The plague drove them 
from Egypt through the Desert to Syria, Davip 
consoling his friends with his playing upon a 
piano which they dragged along on their tire- 
some march. Returning to France in 1835 he 
commenced in reality the battle of life.

While there is 
the imagery of Gustave Dore, and the minute 
precision of Meissonier, it is impossible to find 
an artist who combines in himself the excel- 
lence of each. soul-work of David, Horace 
Vernet, and Delaroche seem to have been lost 
in the detail finish of Bougereau, Vibert, Zama- 
cois, Escossura, and others, and even in many 
cases of Gerome. 

Kaulbach did much, and Piloty has done much 
to redeem the latter part of the nineteenth 
century from the mechanical rut in which its 
art has been moving, and while it is too early to 
class David Neal among these masters, yet the 
results ot his work thus far indicate most clearly 
his ultimate position among the great painters 
of the world. 

The lesson which the study of this picture 
can give should not be lost either to the general 
art-loving public or to our own artists. ‘To the 
former, and especially that class who have come 
to think that, with few exceptions, our country 
has produced but few, if any, great painters, it 
affords an cxampie of American art, though 
after a foreign school, which cau 
placed in satisfactory comparison with 
the works of the most noted men of theday, 
and to the latter it most indubitably proves that 
only by long, patient, continual application, can 
such results be secured. The growth of 

AMERICAN ART 
has been so slow, especially in the West, and the 
prospects for lucrative, or even life-supporting, 
employment have been so slight, that only by 
the most generous encouragement, too often, 
‘however, retical rather than practical, have 
our artists continued in their work. So there 
has been a disposition to praise them for what 
they have accomplished rather than to up- 
braid them for what they have neglected to do. 
That there has been, however, a tendency of 
late to frankly state their needs and short- 
comings, while commending them for what the 
had accomplished, most clearly shows a growt 
in esthetic taste among our citizens which will 
also result in unquestionable good to the artists 
themselves. 

It is to be hoped that the opportunity pre-

THE CENTENNIAL.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 24.—It must of neces- 
sity be gratifying to those who, though deprived 
of the pleasures of a jaunt over the ocean, have 
the opportunity of taking a short vacation in 
their own country, to know that the Centennial 
offers an art feast which is so thoroughly enjoy- 
able that it may well be esteemed as the very 
next thing to a visit tothe Old World. To be 
sure, there is mo “Madonna di San Sisto“ be- 
fore which the emotionally-inclined may shed a 
tear; no half-obliterated Last Supper; no 
** Transfiguration.” Neither is 
there a “Zurbaran” of such realistic 
horror that even Murillo could 
be thrown into convulsions by its ghoulishness; 
nor is there a portrait of a celebrated marks- 
man, at which one may throw wads of chewed 
paper for luck, as on the hill of Atago Yama in 
the City of Yedo. Still there is a bewildering 
collection of noteworthy paintings, which charms 
one out of all cognizance of wearied limbs and 
aching eyes,—those relentless ills which seem to 
haunt all picture-galleries,—and though heat 
oppresses, and an erratic crowd will challenge 
one’s good nature by invariably obstructing the 
view just as a favorable light is obtained, yet 
must this display be considered a treat, 
which neither caloric nor swarming. hu- 
manity can rob of its varied delights. 
A stroll through the departments devoted to 
paintings from Germany, Belgium, and the 
Netherlands reveals that, though that sacrifice 
of soul for substance which is such a marked 
feature of Teutonic art is yielding to more 
spiritualized models, there is still noticeable a 
conspicuous proneness for domestic subjects 
and homely themes uninfluenced by the imagi- 
nation. Yet there is a wholesome charm about 
this love of interior, this exhibition of prosaic 
truths, even if idealism be sacrificed to natural- 
ism, and a want of Italian classical taste is ap- 
parent. The home life and every-day expe-

A SUPERB EQUESTRIAN PORTRAIT 
of ‘* The Crown-Prince of Germany on the bat- 
tle-fields of Worth and Weissenburg is the 
first paimting that challenges one’s admiration 
upon entering the German gallery. It hangs 
directly facing the entrance, and as the figures 
are life-size, and the galloping horses strikingly 
realistic, one feels an instinctive desire to hurry 
out of the way of this Royal cavalcade. The 
portrait of the Crown-Prince is excellent, his 
outstretched arm and graceful bearing impres- 
sive, while the horse, which seems. about to 
dash from the frame, is a perfect miracle 
of beauty. Never was motion more graphic- 
ally portrayed by the brush; and, upon seeing 
this superb animal and the horses of the escort 
in the background, one unwittingly exclaims, 
How like the wind they rush!“ The artist is 
C. Stefficks, of Berlin, the same who painted 
the celebrated picture of King William at the

His attitude 
is certainly a study, and the mechanical dexteri- 
ty evinced in the materials constituting his cos- 
tume noteworthy; but the d opportunity 
offered by the subject to revel in light effects 
appears to have been wholly overlooked by the 
artist. 


To my mind the gem of this ery is an ex- 
quisite work from the easel of F. Boser, of Dus- 
seldorf, entitled “Early Affliction.” It is 
merely a two-thirds view of a young girl simply 
clad, and wearing about her head a white ker- 
chief, which frames a sweet little face, so suf- 
f with unutterable sorrow that it appeals to 
every human heart, calling forth expressions of 
sympathy from every one that looks upon its 
griei-stricken features.

Most of the roads made a gen- 
eral reduction in the salaries of all employes; 
from 10 to 25 per cent. The Chicago & Rock 
Island Railroad had 2 from the 
stagnation in business like all other roads, but 
not thinking it good policy to make a reduc- 
tion in the salaries of the men, ‘and thus 
bring about a reduction of expenses, it 
was decided to discharge all such em- 
— gh that could be spared, and make 

ose who remain work a little harder. Most 
railroad companies require their firemen to 
wipe off their engines when they go back into 
the round-house, but his road had n in the 
habit of allowing the firemen to go home as soon 
as they arrived and extra men 2 to 
clean the engines. As the Rock Island 
Railroad was paying to the firemen 
from 82 to $2.25 a day,—as much as 
is being paid by ord other road,—he thoaght 
it but proper that they should hereafter be re- 
quired to doa portion of the cleaning of the 
engine in order to enable the Company to get 
rid of a large number of cleaners. In accord- 
ance with this the Master Mechanic a few days 
ago issued an order requiring firemen to do 
hereafter a ion of the cleaning and 
a number of the cleaners were discharged. 
The firemen felt tly exercised about this 
order and decided that they would rebel against 
it. A committee called upon him the day be- 


tore yesterday and told him he had to rescind 


that order or they would strike. He replied 
that he believed the order to be just and equit- 
able, and, as the firemen on othef roads did not 
strike when their pay was reduced, he 
could see no reason why they should strike 
when their pay is kept up. and only 
a little extra work is put upon them.

The 
Company had no difficulty in finding 
new and competent men, and all the 
trains left and arrived ‘as usual. The Omaha 
train was detained for a short time, but this was 
not on account of the strike, but on account of 
an accident to a freicht car, which blocked up 
Mr. Riddle did not fear any trouble 
from the strikers, as any number of men could 
be had at any time. The engineers in no way 
fraternized or sympathized with the strikers, 
but attended to their duties as usual. If the 
strikers should, however, undertake to block 
the running of the trains, the Company would 
have them arrested and prosecute them to the 
full extent of the law.

THE TREASURY EXODUS. 
CURIOUS DEVELOPMENTS. 

New York, Sept. 1.—The Tribune's Washing- 
ton specialsays: “A singular practice on the 
part of certain Senators and members of Con- 
gress has just been developed in connection with 
the discharges in the Treasury Department. 
There are employed in the Department and its 
several bureaus about a hundred women, whose 
duties are to sweep the rooms, dust the furni- 
ture, clean the windows, scrub the marble hall- 


ways and stairs, and do generally what is 


called ‘ housekeeping’ about the department. 
These women are organized under a lady of re- 
finement and standing, and the work alluded to 
has been brought to a perfect system. Much of 
the work is not of a menial character, and may 
with propriety be done by ladiés in reduced cir- 
cumstances. The practice has been to give 
these places to the widows of soldiers with chil- 
dren or others depending upon them. The Ap- 
propriation bill largely reduced the force, and 
in selecting persons for discharge discrimina- 
tion was made again 

stances appeared to be the best, without refer- 
ence to the influence which secured the appoint- 
ment. It was in this way that the habits of cer- 
tain Congressmen were developed. It appears 
that for years many members and Senators who 
keep house in Washington during the sittings 
of Congress have been in the habit of securing 
employment by the Government, during the re- 
cess, of their domestics, thus sa wanes, 
and being sure that they will be on 

when housekeeping is resumed in the fall. 
In some cases, coachmen, cooks, chamber- 
m and even nurses, have even been provided 
for places in the Departments. The pay is 
large, and the duties are light. Such situations 
are eagerly sought by colored ry ge and the 
whites of the poorer class, and if they cannot 


‘be attained, the next best thing is to go to ser- 


vice with some influential Senator or member. 
At the end of the session of Co the Sena- 
tas — to one of the Departments and has his 
co an put upon the rolls, He goes to an- 
other Department and obtains employment for 
his cook, or his man-servant, or for both. In one 
case ope Department furnished 5 ſor 
three servants of a Senator at one e. These 
servants do not lose sight of their patrons’ in- 
terests, in the meantime, but take care of their 
houses, keep the moths out of the farniture, 
mow the lawns, watch the stables, and take care 
generally of the property left in Washington. 

In some cases, demands have been made for 
the discharge of soldiers’ widows to make place 
for the cooks, chambermaids, nurses of 
Senators. Congressmen who are recognized as 
millionaires are not above d that 
these servants shall be paid by the Government, 
and threatening those who may refuse to com-

The 
Emperor in whose reign the Eta were made citi- 
zens—an act.as- morally grand as the emancipation 
of slaves—now dwells at times the guest of a mer- 
chant. Before the end of this centyry, it may be, 
the Throne, no longer stilted in the effete fiction 
of petty Divinity, may rest wholly upon constitu- 
tion, law, and intelligent patriotism.

SCHOOLS AND MASTERS OF PAINTING: Wirth 
AN APPENDIX ON THE PRINCIPAL GALLERIES OF 
Evcrore. By A. G. Rapcurre. Illustrated. 
12mo., pp. 575. New York: D. Appleton & 
Co. 


A useful contribution to the library of Art is 
made in the present volume. More than one 
work with a similar title has appeared before, 
but none which covers quite the same ground, 
and in so effectual a manner. It furnishes a do- 
tailed history of the progress of Painting, from 
the era of its glorious development in Greece 
down to the present day. The materials for a 
sketch of Paghn Art are very scanty, but such 


as can be gleaned have been woven into the ac- | 


counts of Painting in Egypt, Assyria, Greece, 

and Etruria. The rise of Christian Art is 

traced, from the primitive records in Sculpture 
and Drawing perpetuated in the Catacombs; 
the Ecclesiastical Art of Byzantium: the 

Miniature-Painting in the fourth and fifth cen- 

turies; and the Illuminations, exquisite in 

color and patient in finish, which decorated the 
manuscript-books of the Middle Ages. 

Through the early centuries, when Art was 
etruggling for very existence amid the pervad- 
ing gloom of ignorance and barbarism, the his- 
tory is unusually full; as it also is through the 
period when the great Schools of Italy, Ger- 
many, and Holland were at the height of their 
prosperity and productiveness. The later 
Schools of France and of England are more 
lightly treated. The chapter on the „Schools 
of Painting.“ —in which chronological lists 
of the chief painters belonging to each 
are enumerated,—and that on the 
celebrated ‘‘ World-Pictures,” are especially 
interesting. The Appendix, containing a 
description of the Galleries of 
Europe, is a valuable adjunct of the book. We 
note the absence from this catalogue of the 
Gallery of St. Petersburg, the second largest on 
the Continent; but this is doubtless owing to 
the author's lack of ability to give an account of 
it from personal knowledge. 

The volume deserves particular commenda- 
tion for the research in the literature of Paint- 
ing, and for the candid study of both obscure 
and well-known examples of the Art which it 
evinces, and likewise for the modest, cautious 
manner in which criticisms and judgments are 
passed upon artists and upon their works.

MORNING-SONGS OF AMERICAN FREEDOM. 
By G. F. Onxx, Author of Mount Auburn and 
* Square 10mo., pp. 89. Boston: 
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The people of Japan were, until the revolu- 
tion of 1872, divided into eight classes. First of 
these were the Xuge, or Court-nobles, all of 
whom traced their descent from the Mikados. 
Polygamy was, from the earliest period, prac- 
ticed by all ranks of society, and the Mikado 
sustained a harem where dwelt, in addition to 
his wife and twelve concubines, whose offspring 
might succeed him to the Throne, an indefinite 
number of beautiful women. Those only of the 
brothers, and the sons and grandsons of the 
Sovereign born to him in the harem, who re- 
ceived the title of a special patent, were called 
Princes of the Blood. At present there are 155 
faiiies Of the Huge, ninety-five of whom are 
descended from Kamatara, the Regent of the 
Empire in the seventh century. Each family of 
the Auge had the monopoly of some high office ; 
and to the descendants of Kamatara, who bore 
the name of Fujiwara, was restricted the high- 
est office ever conferred upon a subject, viz.: 
that of Regent. Six of the Auge families 
claimed descent from Sugawara, a noble 
flourishing in the eleventh century; five claimed 
to belong to the Taira family, founded by Taka- 
mochi, in the eighth century; and seventeen 
claimed a descent from the Minamoto family, 
founded by Teunemoto, in the ninth century. 

The Kuge still continue to dwell in Tokio, 
the old Capital. City, or in Kioto (Yedo), the 
new Capital, to which the Mikado removed in 
187%. But their prestige is on the wane, and 
their jealousy of the rising influence of young 
men of merit, but of inferior rank, who are 
honored with place and power by the Emperor, 
is a disturbing element in official circles. ‘As 
the chasm between the forms and spirit of the 
past and the present widens,” remarks Mr. Grif- 
fis, as the modern claims jostle the ancient 
traditions, as vigorous parvenuism chailenges 
effete antiquity, the difficulty of harmonizing 
these tendencies becomes apparent, adding 
another to the catalogue of problems awaiting 
solution in Japan.“ 

The second highest class of Japanese society 
consisted of the Daimios, or Territorial Princes. 
In 1867 there were 267 of these Lords, of va- 
rious rank, power, and wealth. They were mili- 
tary leaders, and vassals of the Shogun, or Gen- 
eral; yet neither they nor the Shogun were rec- 
ognized by the Court at Kioto as nobles of the 
Empire. The lowest Auge outranked even the 
Shogun, who obtained his appointment from 
the Mikado. The residence of the Shogun, or 
Tycoon as he has been mistakenly called, was 
at Yedo, where he maintained the state of the 
highest military ruler in the Empire. It was 
he who settled the question of the rank and 
landed possessions of the Daimios; yet the 
lightest honor which the Mikado conferred 
upon one of these provincial nobles was regard- 
ed as superior to the Shogun’s greatest 
gift. Tue order of the aimios 
originated with the feudal system, and 
their existence as a superior class perished when 
this was swept away, in 1871. During the cen- 
turies of their sway, they werescattered through 


‘the provinces, over which they reigned as Local 


Governors. The taxes flowed inte their treasu- 
ry, and thus,in process of time, the Mikado 
and the Kuge were reduced to acondition of ex- 
treme poverty. The Daimios,’’ says Mr. Grif- 
fis, „spent their revenues on their retainers, 
their personal pleasures, and in building castles. 
In almost every feudal city, or place of stra- 
tegic importance, the towers, walls, and moats 
of these characteristic specimens of Japanese 
architecture could be scen.“ As the power of 
the Mikado declined through the feudal ages,all 
classes below the Daimios put themselves, or 
were forcibly included, under the protection of 
this spurious order of nobility. 

Next below the Daimios was ranged the third 
class, called the Hatamoto, or flag-supporters. 
These were generally of birth, and the de- 
scendants of famous soldiers. It was from their 
ranks, numbering 80,000, that the great body of 
military and civil officials was chosen, and they 
formed the special dependence of the Shogun in 
time of war. Each had from three to thirty 
retainers in his train, and a fixed. revenue for 
his support. 

The members of the second and third classes 

constituted the gentry, or the Samurai, of Ja- 
pan. For centuries they have monopolized the 
arms, the learning, and the power of the, Em- 
ire. The Samurai is the soul of the nation. 
2 other lands, the priestly and the military 
castes were formed. In Japan, one and the 
same class held the sword and the pen, —liberal 
learning and secular culture. . Even in 
time of peace, the Samurai never appeared out- 
of-doors unarmed, invariably wearing their 
two swords iu their girdle.” 

The fashion of wearing two swords came into 
vogue in the fourteenth century, along with the 
practice of hari-kari. One, the long sword, was 
worn for use against an enemy; and the short 
sword was retained in case the owner wished to 
cut open his own body to save himself the dis- 
honor of a surrender. The custom of wearing 
two swords has only given way lately before 
the pressure of advancing civilization. The lon 
sword was usually a little more than 2 feet, an 
the short sword 1 foot in length. The width of 
the blade was about an inch, and in the whole 
length the curve was very slight, deviating from 
a straight line only ut a half-inch. “A 
Samurai, however poor, would‘have a blade of 
sure temper and rich mountings,—deeming it 
honorable to suffer for food that he might have 
a worthy emblem of his social rank.“ 

Next tothe Samurai came the agricultural 
class, or Hiyakusha, who have duripg centuries 
remained without chapge -or improvement in 
their intellectual or social condition. In the 
words of Mr. Griffis, “* Like the wheat that for 
successive ages is planted as wheat, sprouts, 
beards, and fills as wheat, the peasant, with his 
horizon bounded by his rice-fields, his water- 
courses, or the timbered hills, his intellect laid 
away for safe keeping in the priest’s hands, is 
the son of the soil; caring little who rules. him 
unless he is taxed beyond the power of 
flesh-and-blood to bear, or an over-meddle- 
some officlaldom touches his land to transfer, 
sell, or redivide it; then he rises as a rebel. 5 
time of war, he is a disinterested spectator, and 
he does not fight. He changes masters with ap- 
parent unconcern. Amidst all the ferment of 
ideas induced by the contact of Western civiliza- 
tion with Asiatic, during the last two decades, 
the farmer stolidly remains conservative; he 
knows not, nor cares to hear, of it, and hates it 
because of the heavier taxes it imposes on him.“ 
Nearly one-half of the population of Japan, or 
14,870,426 out of 33,110,825 souls, belong to the 
agricultural class. 

Below the farmer were the artisans, or 
Shokonin, who formed the fifth class, and num- 
bered, according to the census gf 1872, a little 
above 700,000. The sixth class included the 
merchants and shop-keepers, called Akindo. 
They occupied the lowest place in the social 
scale, and were reckoned at 1,309,191 at the last 
census. Into the seventh class were put actors, 
genteel] beggars, prostitutes, etc. Finally, be- 
neath all the above were the tas, consisting of 
tanners, leather-dressers, grave-diggers, and 
those who in any 4 handled raw-hide or who 
buried dead animals. “They were the pariahs, 
or social outcasts, of Japan. They were 
not allowed to enter a house, 
or to eat or drink, sit or cook 
at the same fire with other persons. 


These people were said by some to be descend- 
ants of Corean prisoners; by others, to bare

SPARKS OF SCIENCE, 


THE FLORA ROUND ABOUT CHI- 
CAGO. 

Tus Aster Famity.—The imperial Order of 
the Composite, or Asicrids, bears regal sway 
over all the wilds at this season of the year. 
Wherever the eye is cast, the waste places on 
hill and plain are ablaze with the pomp and 
splendor of crimson, and purple, and gold,—the 
favorite colors of royalty in the vegetable as in 
the human world. It is estimated that one- 
sixth of the plants of North America are mem- 
bers of this great and sumptuous family; and, 
the late summer and autumn months being their 
chosen time for blossoming, it is not to be won- 
dered-at that their brilliant liveries eclipse all 
others that appear in the same arena with them. 
From the time the first Golden-Rod shakes out 
its yellow plumes, in August, until the frosts 
have made forest and field a desolation, the 
Asterids have no rivals on the prairies or in the 
wood-lands, on the hill-tops or in the valleys, 
in damp, dry, arid, or fertile soils. They liter- 
ally usurp the floral kingdom, and, in endless, 
gorgeous procession, scize and hold the entire 
realm, until it glitters from one end to the 
other, a veritable Field of the Cloth of Gold.“ 

From the Frigid Zone to the Tropics the 
Composites assert their supremacy, although in 
the Temperate regions of the Northern Hemi- 
sphere they aboundin greater profusion than 
elsewhere. They constitute about one-tenth of 
the known species of plants, taking the whole 
world over. In the day of Linnwus there had 
been described in all only about 8,500 species, 
and of these 785 were Composites. In 1809 the 
world’s flora, as then developed, numbered 27, 

species, aud the proportion of Composites 
was 2,800. In 1838, upward of 85,000 species 
haa been discovered, and 8,523 were Compos- 
ites; and, now that nearly 100,000 species are 
known to botanists, it is found that 10,000 be- 
long to this prolific Order. It is by far the 
largest, as it is the showiest, family of phenoga- 
mous or flowering plants. 

Humboldt calculated that the Asterids formed 
one-seventh of the flora of France, one-eighth 
of the flora of Germany, one-fourtecenth of that 
of Lapland, one-sixth of North America, one- 
half of Tropical America, and one-fourteenth, 
amounting to 140 species, in Great Britain. It 
was determined by Presl that they constitate 
rather more than one-half of the flora of Sicily; 
and by Cambassedes that the proportion is 
about the same in the Balearic Islands. In 
Northern climates the Asterids are mostly ber- 
baceous plants, afew being climbers; but, as 
they approach the Equator, they become shrubby 
or tree-like in habit. In Chili the greater nam- 
ber are woody bushes; while in St. Helena they 
are chiefly trees, and almost the only ones on 
the island. Atthe Cape of Good Hope the 
Sirichout, a small tree of this family, furnishes 
a wood that is fine-grained, heavy, and very 
beautiful. ? 

But the Asterids are more noteworthy for 
their numbers and their gaudy apparel than for 
their usefulness. Ont of the entire 10,000, 
those which afford nutriment to mankind may 
be counted on the fingers of one hand. First of 
all is to be mentioned the Lettuce, which is 
universally popular as a salad. Then follow 
the Vegetable Oyster, —Salsif v, as it is called; 
the Jerusalem Artichoke; the Dandelion, which 
is boiled as a pot-herb; and the Chicory, which 
is used as a substitute for coffee. In Southern 
Europe the blanched stems and leaves of the 
Cardoon, a plant similar to the Artichoke, are 
used as a * or as a boiled vegetable; and 
the Endive is employed in the same way both 
in Europe and America. the roots of two or 
three other species are eaten by the natives of 
foreign countries; but, at the most, the value 
of the Asterids as food-plants is extremely 
slender. 

The seeds of the Sunflower, that largest of an- 
nuals, are sweet and wholesome, and afford an 
excelient aliment for poultry. They abound in 
a bland oil, which is useful for many purposes. 
More valuabe still are the oils expressed from the 
seeds of the Guizotia, an Indian plant, and from 
the Madia, a native of Chili. A few of the 
Asterids afford dyes, as the Safflower, which 
yields a beautiful pink used in the preparation 
of carmine; the Pot-Marigold, used to adulter- 
ate saffron;and the Serratula, which gives a 
yellow or green dye. 

Among medicines of tried ‘service the Com- 
posites give us Arnica, derived froma plant 
growing wild in Europe; and the Chamomile, 

Vormwood, Boneset, and Tansy, which have 
ranked high in the group of herbs annually 
gathered into the domestic dispensary. The 
Chrysanthemum is said to be a certain pre- 
ventive of fleas, and the flowers of the Fever- 
few are so offensive to bees that a handful will 
effectually kéep the insects at a distance. The 
Lettuces are all narcotic, and yielda drug re- 
sembling opiuin in its effect. 

In the garden and the green-house the As- 
terids make a brilliant display. In the spring, 
the lovely Belgian and English Daisies blossgm 
in the borders. In the summer, the Bachelor's 
Button helps to make-up the variety of old- 
fashioned favorites; and later still, the China 
Aster exhibifs its many-colored and compact 
heads in all ample collections. Then come the 
Zinnias, from Mexico; the Coreopsis and the 
Marigold; the fragrant Southern-wood and 
the Artemisias. From South Africa we have 
the Immortelles, representatives of an 
immense genus including 200 species. The 
Chrysanthemums are exotics from Eastern 
Asia, and the Ageratums from Mexico. 
To the latter country we are indebted, too, for 
the stately Dahlia,—a flower which has lent it- 
self with singular pliancy to the artifices of the 
florist. In its wild state its flowers have but a 
single row of yellow rays surrounding the disk; 
but, in the skillful gardener’s hands, the rays 
are multiplied until the disk is filled with them, 
and the shades of hue which they are made to 
assume are almost infinite. Nevertheless, to 
dye them with the tints of blue bailles the ut- 
most ingenuity of the experimentcr. Flowers 
which originally are yellow can never be changed 
to blue; hence we may not hope to produce a 
blue Dahlia. 

Nearly 100 of the Asterids are comprised in 
the flora round about Chicago. Merely to enu- 
merate them all will require so much space fhat 
comments upon separate species must necessarily 
be restricted. The rich purple flowers of the 
Iron-Weed (Vernonia fasciculata) are abundant 
in low grounds in August. Late in summer 
the handsome, rose-purple spikes of the 
Blazing Star (JLiatris) arrest and de- 
light the eve. The I. eylindrica is 
common south of Hyde Park; . the 
L. scariosa is abundant in the same locality; and 
the L. spicata is plentiful in open fields. The 
Thoroughworts (Zupatoreum) are among the late 
bloomers; but none of them can boast of much 
beauty. TheJoe-Pye Weed (L. purpureum) has 
more color than any of the rest, its clusters 
being of a pinkish hue. The plant grows 
1 at Riverside. The White Snake-Root 
ae abounds in the woods north of 
iverside; but the Boneset — perfoltiatum) is 
rare at Hyde Park and at Miller’s Station. 

The list of Asters, with their habitat, we copy 
as they are given in the catalogue of Prof. Bab- 
cock: A. azwrens, Desplaines River, near May- 
wood! A. Canis, Despiaines River; A. miser, 
abundant; A. multiflorus, Desplaines Riyer; A. 
Nove-Angliz, Hyde Park and Riverside: 4. 
patens, near Maywood; A. J’tarmicvides, Hyde 
Park and Miller's; A. saggittifolius, Desplaines 
River, near Maywood; A. sericeus, Hyde Park 
and southward; A4. Tyudescunti, near Maywood; 
and A. undalatus, near Graceland. 

A dry list of botanical names like that quoted 
above is among the prosiest of prosy things; yet 
the bright-eyed Aster, whose varying form is 
disguised under each one of tliose Jong, hard 
terms, belongs with the most winsome. One

Compass-Plant, becausé its large root-leaves 
are disposed to present their edges north and 


south; the S. terebinthinaceum, the S. integrifal- 


ium, and the S. perfoliatum. All are common 
but the last oné, which is indigenous at River- 
side. The Parthenium integrifolium is plenti- 
ful at Hyde Park. The pretty-leaved Am- 
brosia artemisiafolia springs-up every- 


where, offering most desirable foliage for bou- 


quets. The A. trifida is less 2 and less 
frequent. The ugly Cocklebur (Xanthium stru- 
marium) grows inthe southern part of the city 
and on the Desplaines River. The Ox-Eye 
(Lieliopsis Cenis)is common at various points, 
but the Purple Cone-Flower (Zchinacea Auqusti- 
Jolia) is sparingly represented at Hinsaale and 
Downer’s Grove. The Lepachys pinnata is com- 
mon at Riverside and Hyde Park. 

Of the Cone-Flowers (Rudbekia), we have the 
H. hirta in abundance; the . subtomentosa, be- 
tween Riverside and Harlem, on the Desplaines 
River; and the . lacinista, at Maywood. Of 
the Sunflowers (Zelianthus), the H. decapetalus 
grows near Maywood; the H. giganteus and the 
4 lactiflorus, at the same place; the H. grasse 
strrate, and the II. occidentalis, at Hyde 
Park; and the FH. mollis at Calu- 
met. Of. the Coreopsis we have six 
species: the C. aristosa, found on the lake-shore 
near Twenty-ninth street; the. C. discoidea, at 
Aurora; the C. lanceolata, at Hyde Park and 
Miller's; the C. palmata, and C. Trichos- 
perma at Hyde Park; and C. _ tripteris, 
at Hyde Park and Pine Station. Three species 
of the miserable Beggar-Ticks are included in 
our flora: the Bideus frondosa grows every- 
where; the B. connata, ditto; and the B. chry- 
santhemoides, along the lake-shore. 

The Fetid Marigold (Dysodia Chrysanthe- 
mvoides), a first cousin of the — Marigold of 
the gardens, may be found oecasionally along 
the Illinois Central Railroad or at Twenty- 
second street. The Sneeze-Weed (/lelenium 
autumiale) is common at Riverside. The May- 
Weed (Maruta cotuia) has not secured a gen- 
eral growth, vet may be met now and then by 
the waysides. The delicate-foliaged Yarrow 
(Achillea miilifolium) is prevalent. The Ox- 


Eye Daisy (Lencanthemum vulgare) has been 


noted near Twenty-second street. The Arte- 
misia Canadensis is found everywhere; and the 
A, biennis on the lake-shore. 8 

The Everlasting (Graphatium polycephalum) has 
obtained a foothold on the Illinois Central Rail- 
road, north of Hyde Park. Its near relative, 
the Plantain-Leaved Everlasting (Anitennaria 
plantaginifolia), is common in its vicinity and 
southward. The Fire-Weed (Zrechthites hieraci- 
folia) grows by the lake ana at Miller's. The 
Cacalia aterplicifolia occurs near Maywood; and 
the C. tuberosa, on the open prairies. The 
Senecio aureus is at home at Rose Hill and Pine 
Station. 

Our representatives of the genus of Thistles. 
are distributed as follows: The Cirsium lanceola- 
tum, at Hyde Parks the C. Pitcheri, in sandy 
soil on the lake-shore; C. discolor, at Calumet. 
C. altissimum, north of Riverside; C. muticum, 
Calumet and near Aurora; and C. arrense, on 
the Illinois Central Railréad, near Twentieth 
street. The Burdock (Lappa e is, var. 
major) is rather rare, but specimens occur in the 
waste spaces on the South Side, and at 
Calumet and Riverside. Chicory (Cichorium 
Intibus) is found at Harlem; the bright 
Dwarf Dandelion (KAirgia  Virginica) at 
Miller’s and Lake ; .and the — pretty 
Cynthia Virginica, at Hyde Park and Gibson’s. 
The Nabalus albus is established in the woods at 
Riverside; and the N. racemosus, in the woods 
at Maywood. 

The Dandelion (Tarazacum Densleonis)}—who 
will say it is not a rich and handsome flower!— 
forms a charming cohtrast with the verdure in 
May and June. The Wild Lettuce (Letuca Can- 
adensis) occurs on the lake-shore and at Grace- 
land and Maywood; andinthe same localities 
may be gathered the flowers of the Sanchus 


asper.

SEED-GERMINATION IN ICE. 
Some time ago we gave the results of certain 
experiments to determine the power of seeds to 
germinate in ice. Recently M. Haberlandt has 
applied a series of similar tests to the seeds of 


wheat, rye, barley, beet, rape, lucerne, poppy, 
and other plants. Several hundred seeds of 
each species were placed in an ice-chest, the 
temperature of which was steadily kept at from 
0 deg. toldeg. Every two weeks the seeds were 
amined under circumstances preventing a 
rise of temperature above the freezing- 
point. In forty-five days it was ob- 
served that eight species had begun to ger- 
minate. At the end of four months the process 
was still continued in a minority of these, but 
had ceased in the remainder. In fourteen species 
there was no germination; and, of the entire 
number remaining in the ice-box during the four 
months, only afew were found capable of de- 
velopment on being placed in a temperature of 
16 degrees C. M. Haberlandt reasons from this 
experiment that seeds which can germinate at a 
lower temperature than others of their species 

will become perfect plants with a less degree of 
heat; hence, by artificial sowing in cold. spaces 

species may be obtained that will ripen soon and 
with little heat. ’

mountain-region of New-England. The work 
laid out by the Club is very thoroug has well as 
extensive in its nature; and earnestly carried- 
out, as it undoubtedly will be, cannot but be 
productive of valuable results to Science 
and to the pleasure of the summer-tourist. 
In its scheme the Club contemplates the pub- 
lication of a periodical, in which reports of its 
meetings, accounts of its explorations, maps of 
the regions visited, and papers upon the physics, 
geography, and natural history of the country 
investigated, will be presented. The first num- 
ber of the magazine, named the Appalachia, is 
already issued, and gives promise of being a 
useful addition to the literature of Natural 
Science.

ADULTERATION OF CLARET. 

It has been lately ascertained that unscrupu- 
lous wine-growers in France are using the ana- 
line dye fuchsine, or magenta, to restore the 
color of claret after it has been diluted with 
water. That the beverage thus treated is harm- 
fulinits character, is proved by experiments 
conducted by MM. Feltzand Ritter. Accord- 
ing to their testimony, a half-grain of 
fuchsine in solution, taken on an empty 
stomach, causes deep redness of the ears, 
intense itching of the mouth, and slight swelling 
of the gums. On repeating the dose every day 
for-a fortnight, diarrhea and albuminaria were 
developed in addition to the other symptoms. 
Fuchsine injected into the stomach cr veins of a 
dog induced the same symptoms. A large or 
frequently-repeated dose invariably cau the 
appearance Of albumen in the urine,—a result 
due toa peculiar degeneration of the cortical 
substance of the kidneys.

Many years ago a 
young girl of a beautiful form and features was 
brought to the alms-house of an Eastern city. 
She was found by a guardian of the night in a 
ditch, into which she had been thrown by shame 
and rum. An autopsy was held. On rais- 
ing the skull, filthy odors of long pent-up rum 
came rushing out, as if they were evil spirits too 
long retained. 

Alcohol is not digested. It is not food. It 
fires up the system and makes it burn 40 its 
own destruction. It deposits not a single atom 
of food. It gives no continuous life. It lends 
no proper vitality or activity to the brain. It 
impairs its functions. It weakens reason and 
destroys the man. It makes black look white, 
wrong look right, angels of darkness look like 
angels of light. 

(81.) Alcohol does give new eyes and new 
ears. So that the inebriate sees pleasant sights 
and hears pleasant soundsinthe midst of the 
grostest sins and the.deepest degradation. It 
makes him ignorant or reckless of unnumbered 
perils. He lies down on the ocean waves, or 
rests on a brittle spar at the mast's head. A 
tempestuous sea, or the milder waves, plunge 
him to depths unmeasured. 

(35.) Solomon is so intensely interested in this 
subject that he cannot leave it quite yet, but 
we must,—we trust we have illustrated Solo- 
mon’s views on this subject. They are fully 
confirmed by all observing, thoughtful men. 
The evils of intemperance are enormous. It brings 
mot only personal woes and miseries, but 
social sufferings and disturbances. It brings 
deep distress and sinking anguish of soul. Re- 
rret, shame, and remorse accumulate day after 
day, then follow loss of self-respect, a consci- 
ousness of serving hell in its worst forms, of 
doing what he once abhorred,—of feelirg that 
he is ruining himself and rendering others nfis- 
erable. Then come sorrows, as legitimate re- 
sults of his course of life. He loses his home, 
his health, his property, and his friends. His 
once spoticss character, his foudest hopes, his 
purest joys, are all gone. The respect of his 
neighbors and the regard for his own reputation 
are all gone. In their place are shame and re- 
worse. 

Young man, beware!. Cultivate decision of 
character, firmness of purpose, and nobleness 
of soul. Honor your Creator and your age by 
your uprightness. Frugality, integrity, and 
temperance are jewels of great beauty, but the 
most precious of these is temperance.

COFFEE AND COFFEE- CARE. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Evanston, III., Aug. 31.—A good cup of cof- 
fee makes a good deal of difference in one’s 
hope of Heaven, and when it is considered how 
seldom it is met with, it behooves a good Chris- 
tian to go into the missionary business to the 
extent of showing how the same is brewed: 
Two pounds O. G. Java; 1 pound Mocha; brown 
separate, as the latter should be a shade brown- 
er than the former. See to it, by constant stir- 
ring, that the kernels are not left unbrowned on 
one side and burned black on the other. When 
cool enough to be handled, stir in a raw egg for 
every two pounds of beans, which should be 
warm enough to dry, but not to cook the eggs; 
it has the effect of coating the beans as if var- 
nished, retaining their aroma and clearing the 
coffee when made, without any further con- 
trivance. The inside of the coffee-pot is never 
to be washed with soapsuds or dishwater. Be- 
fore using rinse it out. with pure cold water. 
Take one heaping teaspoonful of finely-ground 
coffee for every cup of boiling water 
used: add by way of grace one spoon 
full of coffee; let it boil up once; 
remove to the back of the stove, and let it re- 
main for few minutes; then be ready to drink 
it. Do not hope for an orthodox cup of coffee 
without thick cream. When cream cannot be 
had, try the following: Boil six heaping tea- 
spoonstul ot ground coffee in one cup of water 
for a minute; let it settle, and pour it, grounds 
and all, into a pitcher containing four cups of 
scalded milk. ‘This concoction has been known 
to help many a weary soul—partigularly when 
accompanied by a slice or two of German coffee- 
cake. Sift 2 pounds of flour into a large pan; 
make a hole in the centre, into which break four 
eggs; add three cups of good potato sponge 
(set the night before), and a little new milk, 
warmed. fi it is cold weather, dip the eggs 
into hot water before breaking them. Make 
this into a hard dough. Be caretul and not put 
in too much milk, as you must use no more 
than 2 pounds of flour. Work it well; set it in 
a warm place to rise—not too light. Then melt 
one-half or three-fourths pound of butter; one 
teacupful after it is melted is about enough, 
and work it into the dough with both hands. 
Keep at it until it is thoroughly blended and 
very smooth. Work in one and one-half cups 
white sugar next; thenas many raisins as you like. 
(I use nearly one cupful). Use just a dalle flour 
to work it into a lump again, and set it to rise. 
When very light, turn tue pao upside down on 


the bread-board for the purpose of hot disturb- , 


ing the dough more than necessary in getting it 
out; then take a little piece at a time, enough 
when pulled out to haif-inch thickness to ut 
into the baking tin. If the dough is not hard 
enough to roll, do not try to remedy it by 
adding flour, but take a piece from the dish to 
the pan, and pat it down with your hand to the 
required thickiress. When you have it all in 
tins, beat an egg, and with the pastry brush 

aint the cakes all over; then dust sugar and 
cinnamon, mixed, over the top. Let it rise 
again very light, and bake in not a very hot 
oven fifteen minutes, or until they are a golden 
brown. Let them cool in the pans, then slice 
and dip into coffee before eating. Please let me

SKELETON LEAVES. 

To the Edlior ef The Tribune. 
LASALLE, Aug. 30.—Skeleton leaves may be 
prepared as follows: A tablespoonful of chlo- 
ride of lime in liquid Btate, mixed with a quart 

of pure spring water. The leaves must be 
soaked in this mixture for four hours (more or 
less, according to the delicacy or coarseness of 
the leaf structure); then taken out and well 
washed in a large basin filled with water; after 
which they should be left to dry with free ex- 
posure to light and air. (2.) Perhaps the most 
effectual way is, first, dip the leaves in boiling 
water; then immerse them in dilute sulphuric 
acid, containing from 10 to 30 per cent of the 
In a day or two use a pretty stiff bristle 
brush to the leaves, adding, drop by drop, 
a little saturated solution of bichromate 
of potassium. When the operation seems 
complete, wash the leaves carefully in ammoni- 
ated water and finish with a little weak hypo- 
chioride of calcium or chlorine water. Bleach 
thus: One drahm of chloride of lime, mixed in 
a pint of water and allowed to settle; pour off 
the clear liquid, and put in the leaves; steep 
them till white, say about ten minutes (if hey 
stay too long they become brittle); wash them 
in a dish of clean water, and dry between sheets 
of blotting-paper. 

Ihe preparation of skeleton leaves is a very 
delicate and wearisome process, and should 
only be attempted by those happily-constituted 
persons who can keep their patience under re- 
peated failures.

HINTS ON TIME-KEEPING. 
To the Editor ef The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Sept. 1—A few weeks ago I was 
much interested in an article in your paper from 
the pen, I think, of Prof. Colbert, illustrating 
the changes produced in the time-keeping of 
fine watches by the changes of the atmosphere. 
In this railroad age much more is desired and 
expected from the watch. The man with the 
$15 turnip is perhaps the most exacting. 
Since the admirable system of furnishing accu- 
rate time has been inaugurated by the efforts of 
the gentleman named, and carried out by the 
Astronomical Society of this city, whereby the 
leading watchmakers have the accurate time by 
telegraph from the Dearborn University, the 
test upon fine watches has been more severe. 
Before that period the best chronometer would 
a trifling extent it might 
be, yet from the same cause the hundreds of 
watches would vary with it. I allude to the 
changes in the density of the atmosphere and its 
action upon the balance of the watch or the 
pendulum of the clock. 

The question may be asked, Does not thesame 
cause operate upon the clocks at the University! 
It does, but the competent observer at that in- 
stitution is ever on the alert, and the barometer 
is the index that governs the clock’s accuracy. 
As it denotes the changes in the density of the 
air, minute weights are added to or taken from 
the pendulum of the standard clock,and thus true 
time is sent every half-second to all those who 
choose to avail themselves of this great privilege, 
and Chicago stands to-day foremost among the 
cities of this continent for accurate time. 

Many men after purchasing an expensive 
watch, perhaps the work of the most celebrated 
makers, expect accurate time, and, after hours 
spent in watching the second-hand in its travels 
with the second-hand of some neighboring 
chronometer, wonder why they part company. 
„My watch is twenty seconds out,“ says one; 
‘“‘what is the matter!“ 

Perhaps those who know but very little of the 
mechanism of the watch may yet notice that 
when the balance makes more than an are of a 
circle that their watch runs steadier’’; when 
the motion is less the reverse is thecase. From

that the true cause for this variation is in the

Of the above noted receipts of wheat, 97 car- 
loads are new. 

The condition of the old wheat now in store is again 
the subject of extensive discussion. There is no dis- 
position to move it out, but that fact does not by 
any means prove that shippers are afraid of anv- 
thing but the price. They cannot purchase it here, 
send it to the East, and sell at New York quota- 
tions, without loss. Our market is relatively too 
high, in spite of starvation freight rates, and ship- 
pers cannot be expected to operate without the 
shadow of a chance of profit. 

The (old) wheat itself is just as good, and prob- 
ably no better than it was a couple of weeks ago. 
The wheat has been kept in good condition“ by 
dint of vigorous turning over, and has not been hot 
here, but some of it would not bear transportation 
in hot weather. It has arrived in bad order on the 
seaboard. How much carriage it will bear now is 
a question for experts to decide; and unfortunate- 
ly the experts differ radically. Some say the wheat 
is good and will make sound flour. Others say 
that it 1s not equal in quality to what it ougnt to 
be, and should be put down to the price of No. 3, 
to attract buyers who would move it out of the 
way of the new crop. But even this suggestion 
does not necessarily promise relief, for, if holders 
here should consent to put prices down to the point 
named, there would probably be a corresponding 
decline in New York and Liverpool as soon as the 
news reached those places. Itis not wanted at 
present, and apparently fcould only be worked 
off slowly, whatever figures might be named by 
holders. 

The British markets are firmer on wheat, while 
New York remains dull. Tue English firmness 
may be partially due to the facts that the quantity 
headed that was is smaller than heretofore, and 
tbat the European crop ig below an average, but 
Great Britain 1s certainly vid up on 
foreign wheat just at beginning of her own 
crop-year; unless it be that her merchants feel the 


necessity of stocking up against which 
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The leading produce markets were steadier yes- 
terday, with fair activity all round. The tone of 
the markets largely depended upon the magnitude 
of the September deliveries made in the morning 
or expected in the afternoon, and not so much 4s 
usual on the tone of advices from other points. 
The weather was fine and cooler, and more in 
keeping with the autumn season than the preced- 
ing days of the week. There was not much done 
for shipment, but many operators were hoping for 
a revival of the forwarding movenrent in grain, in 
keeping with increased activity in other branches 
of trade in the fall of the year. Lake carriers 
scanned the situation wistfully, hoping to discern 
a ray of hope for better rates of transportation, 
but failed to find it. 

The dry-goods market is fairly active. Interior 
merchants are present in liberal numbers, and 
their purchases, though individually moderate, 
make a large aggregate. Prices are very firm, and 
standard cotton productions are tending upward. 
Groceries were moving with some freedom, at 
about steady figures. In the butter market the sit- 
uation was the same as for a number of days pre- 
vious. Activity characterized the demand, and, 
under inadequate supplies, late extreme prices 
were easily maintained. Cheese was held rather 
more firmly, but was without advance. No prices 
changes were noted im the bagging, leather, tobac- 
co. coal, and wood markets. There was a light 
demand for dried fruits at nominally steady prices. 
Fish were in fair, though not active, demand at 
previous quotations. The oil market was quiet, 
with prices ranging about the same as on Thurs- 
day. Carbon was more settled, but remained firm. 

The offerings of lumber in cargo were larger, and 
the market active and steady ut the recent advance. 
The retail demand was fair, and the feeling strong 
generally among yard men, owing to the advance 
at the sale docks.
